The undersigned, one of the com-
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mittee on internal improvements, to
whom was referred Senate bill No.
137, being an act to regulate the prac-
tice of architecture, dissenting from
a majority of the committee reporting
said bill unfavorably, herewith file this
minority report, and in sapport of the
samwe adduce the following reasons
why said bill should become a law:

1. That architecture is a learned and
difficult science, and a profession that
requires both time and money to
learn, and deserves and requires pro-
tection from unskilled persons who
are attempting to follow that profes-
sion and have no knowledge of the
same,

2. The interests of the public de-
mand that this avoecation in life should
be protected, and have the same pro-
~ tection as other learned professions

and associations.

3. That an architect should be
thoroughly conversant with the quality
and strength of all material used in
the construction of buildings.

4. That he should also be thoroughly
conversant with the laws of sanitation,
steam heating and accoustics—as ap-
plied to buildings—there being a simi-
lar law in other States, which has
given satisfaction and protected the
public from fraud and imposition; that
it is in the interest of life and property
as well as the protection of the learned
against the unlearned. Wherefore I
submit this minority report and pray
its adoption.
